Kansas City, Mo., March 13.—Francis 
M. Cockrell, of the interstate commerce 
commission, severely reprimanded G. W. 
Mayer, Kansas City manager of the 
Standard Oil Company, today during the 
investigation into the alleged methods of 
railroads, and the Standard Oill Com- 
pany in discriminating against independ- 
ent oil men hereabouts. The lawyers for 
the commission and the lawyers for the 
independent oil producers had been try- 
ing to get from Mayer an admission that 
there was any connection between the 
Standard Oil Company, the Union Tank 
Line Company, the Republic O11 Compa- 
ny, the Waters-Pierce Oil Company and 
other companies. To all questions Mr. 
Mayer answered: 

“I do not know.”’ 

At the close of his testimony Mr. Cock- 
rell asked him: 

“Tell this commission are the ‘Republic 
Oil Company and the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Company part of the Standard O!l Com- 
pany?” 

“I do not know, sir.’’ 

“What is your best impression about 
ger" 

“IT have none.’’ 

“Don’t you feel and know in your heart 
that they are all part and parcel of the 
same company?’’ 

“? do not know.” 

“Don’t you feel in your heart it is so?’’

TRACTION STOCKS 
WERE BADLY OF 


Much Money Lost by Chicago 
Brokers. 


Chicago, March !3.—Prices of the Chi- 
cago Traction stocks suffered severely 
today on both the New York and Chicagno 
stock exchanges. In New York the price 
of Union Traction common stock broke 
elmost in half. dropping from !! 7-8 to 
75-8. The preferred stock, which closed 
fast night at 46, declined to 30. West 
Chicago showed a decline of 16 points, 
from a close of 55 last night, and North 
Chicago was down 23 points. There were 
no sales of the stock of the Chicago City 
Ratiway Oompmny yesterday and the 
last quotation prior to the opening of 
the stock exchanges today was 193 | -2. 
It changed owners today at 170. On the 
exchange here the break in the prices of 
traction stocks was attributed to the 
rush of small holders who desired to 
get rid of their stocks at almost any 
price. 

A wrong interpretation placed on the. 
first reports of the supreme court de- 
cision aroused much wrath among 1loc2] 
brokers today. Several prominent broker- 
age houses were thrown completely on 
the wrong track by the first reports, 
which declared that the decision was in 
favor of the companies. 

The amount of money involved was not 
great, but from the flood of angry and 
perplexed messages which were rained 
on Chicago brokers today it was evi- 
dent that a great many people had been 
sadly perplexed by the decision. 

It is estimated by local financiers that 
the decision of the supreme court has 
wiped out franchises belonging to the 
Union Traction Company valued at any- 
where from $60,000,000 to $85,000,000.

WANTS CONGRESS 
10 MEET EARLY 


Colonel Livingston Strongly Ad- 
vocates Early Sessions 


Says Under Present Arrangement 
Appropriation Committee Has 
No Time to Consider All the 
Details of Work Laid 
Before It.

Washington, March 13.—(Special.)—Col- 
onel Livingston, as minority leader of 
the comittes on appropriations, took a 
leading part in the discussion in the 
house today when the consideration of 
the legislative appropriation bill was be- 
gun. 

Referring to the magnitude of the work 
placed upon the committee in the prepa- 
ration of the great appropriation bilis, 
going, as the committee does, into all 
details, Colonel Livingston took occasion 
to again impress upon congress the ne- 
cessity for earlier sessions in order that 
all of these details may. be given the 
careful consideration they demand. 

Colonel Livingston is a strong advo- 
cate of congress meeting each year as 
early as the Ist of October instead of 
the first week in December, and what 
he had to say today about the practical 
impossibility of giving thorough consid- 
eration to appropriations at the short 
session of congress made a strong im- 
pression upon the house. - 

Favors Examination Yearly. 

Much of Colonel. Livingston’s Bpeech 
was devoted to a question precipitated 
by a provision contained tn this bill for 
placing an arbitrary age limit upon all 
government cierks. He submitted a sub- 
stitute provision requiring annual] exam- 
inations by the civil service commission 


into the efficiency of clerks, the comm)s- 
sion’'s decision to be final. 

This, he contended, would be much 
fairer to all concerned than the propo- 
sition of the majority of the commit- 
tee. The Livingston substitute evolved 
a general discussion and seemed to meet 
with greater approval than did that of 
the majority of the committee. 

The principal fight over this appropria- 
tion bil! will center about this clerk re- 
tirement provision. 

“Why not let these people go out the 
same door they came in?” asked Mr. 
Livingston. “Civil service means civil 
pensions and all the powers of heaven 
and earth or hell cannot stop it—whether 
we can or not remains to be seen.’’ 
(Laughter.) ‘The civil service board has 
time to burn,”’ declared Mr. Livingston. 
“Everybody works but the board—let it 
shoulder this work.”’

the elder man on the leg, causing a 
painful wound. Incensed with rage, he 
drew a revolver, and firing into the air, 
ordered the crowd to leave. 

Act Enraged Crowd. 

His act only served to enrage them, 
and after.sending a part of their num- 
ber after shotguns, members of the mob 
began a fusilade, which did not diminish 
until nearly four hours later. Over 350 
shots were fired during this time, and 
when the crowd ceased firing at 2 
o’clock Friday morning, the shade trees 
in the front yard were shot to pieces, 
the roof of the porch and parts of the 
house were riddled with shgt, and the 
fences in the immediate vicinity were laid 
flat on the ground. Later the besieging 
force secured five sticks of dynamite and 
exploded all.of them simultaneously.

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IMPROVED COTTON GIN 


INVENTION OF TEXAN 


H® cotton gin was, for more than &@ 
hundred years, considered such a 


marvel of perfection that no at- 


tempt was made to improve upon the 
principle of Whitney’s invention. It is 
true that great improvements have been 
made, but all of them have recognized 
the necessity of the saw to cut the lint 
from the seed. 

There is a new invention 
ever, which is destined to revolutionize 
the ginning of cotton, says The Cfhiarles- 
ton News and Courier. The inventor is 
J. T. Fuller, a Texan, and he calls his 
machine the Fuller combing gin. Mr. 
Fuller experimented with his invention 
in Texas till he got it about perfected, 
and he then desired to demonstrate its 
merits in the eastern part of the cotton 
belt. 

Mr. Fuller is now in Bennettsville, and 
has one of his gins in operation at the 
oil mill ginnery. Your correspondent call- 
ed on him there today, and found him in 
overalls and with greasy hands, hard at 
work, adjusting his machine, which had 
been put in the place of one of the oil 
mill’s gins and connected with its driving 
machinery. Mr. Fuller is a man of un- 
usual intelligence and information, and 
impresses one as possessing incomitable 
energy, perseverance and will power. He 
told of the time and money that he had 
spent perfecting his invention, and then 
went into an explanation and demonstra- 
tion of its merits. 

Description of Gin. 

This gin separates the lint from the 
seed by a combing process. The comb 
consists of steel wire hooks in a revolv- 
ing cylinder. There are no ribs like those 
in a saw gin, but there is a stationary 
comb above the cylinder, through which 
the teeth of the revolving comb pass. 
The result is that the lint is pulled from 
the seed uninjured, instead of being cut 
to pieces by a saw. In the presence of

‘vour correspondent some of the same lot 


of cotton was run through the combing 
gin and a saw gin. There was so mucn 


in the looks, feeling and 


processes that one could hardly believe 
that it was not two very different grades 
' cotton. L. C. Breeden, the manager 
f the oil mill, says that he cdrried two 
these samples to cotton buyers in 
town and asked for bids without telling 
them anything about the different proc- 
esses by which they had been ginned. He 
was Offered a quarter of a cent more for 
the comb ginned cotton than the other. 
Mr. Fuller says that the difference in the 
true value is much greater than this, as 
buyers and manufacturers have not yet 
found out how much the preserving of 
the s#@ple intact will add to the strength 
and lasting quality of thread and cloth. 
Your correspondent saw a thread see- 
sawed against a tooth of the combing gin 
without being injured, but when it was 
drawn against a tooth of the saw gin 
it was instantly cut in two. 


Some Advantages Claimed. 


Mr. Fuller also claims several other ad- 
vantages for ‘his gin. It will gin wet cot- 
ton, 
fire by friction against the ribs. The 
cotton does not fall from the feeder on 
top of the saws, but below the ginning 
comb, to another revolving comb, which 
throws the cotton through a third re- 
volving comb, up to the ginning comb, 
which catches it in its hooks and carries 
the lint through the stationary comb, 
where it is drawn from the seed. A stick 
or a nail or a handful of dirt thrown 
into the gin does not affect its operation. 
Unlike the saws of a saw gin, the gin- 
ning comb can be stopped in a moment 
by touching a lever at the side of the 
gin, without stopping the engine or any 
other part of the gin. The comb teeth 
are independent of each other, and if one 
gets damaged, it can be taken out like a 
sewing machine needle, and another 
quickly put in its place. 

Mr. Fuller intends to go to Memphis, 
Tenn., next week to make another dem- 
onstration. Before leaving here he will 
be glad to explain and show the opera~- 
tion of his machine to any cotton grower 
or other who may be interested. He is

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NEGRO ATTACKS 
GIRL IN MACON

Miss Buffington Seized on 
Way frem School 


Mulatto Negro, Who Had Followed 
Her From School, Attempted 
to Drag Her Into an Alley, 


But She Successfully 
Resisted. 


Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Ga., March 13.—(Special.)—The 
frantic screams of a young lady on her 
way home last night from the Dannen- 
berg Company’s store after she had 
reached the vicinity of Oak and Arch 
streets, caused a rush of citizens to the 
point and the horrible sight which greet- 
ed their approach was that of a negro 
fleeing through the darkness while his 
victim lay on the lawn in an unconscious 
condition where she had been dropped 
when fear seized her assailant. 

A mulatto negro man had grabbed Miss 
Myrtle Buffington and had started across 
into an alley. He had followed her 
two blocks from Ballard’s school, in the 
direction of her home, and waited for 
this moment when she was too far dis- 
tant from. assistance to summon heip. 
He then made a sudden dash, seized her 
arm and was making his way into the 
alley when a buggy turned a corner and 
the occupant, a white man, heard the 
cries and stopped. Before he had real- 
ized what had occurred the negro was 
gone. 

Without thinking of immediate assist- 
ance for the young lady those who ran 
to the scene hurried after the negro 
and police assistance. Nearly a hundred 
citizens were soon on the scene and di- 
recting the plans for capturing the ne- 
gro. They searched all night long and 
are still trying to locate him. 

Miss Buffington, who was taken to 
the house of a neighbor, and revived 
from the shock, .was unable to give a 
complete description of the negro. The 
moon was ‘shining when the journey 
home was made and she little dreamed 
of the bold attempt made by the negro 
assailant. She was passing through a 
thickly settled portion of the city, and 
was at no time half a block from a 
residence where she could have received 
all assistance necessary, but the flend 
seized upon a moment that offered the 
very best advantage and ran a consid- 
erable distance with his victim in his 
arms before he was forced to drop her. 
The merest good fortune attended in the 
passing of vehicles, the occupants hear- 
ing the woman’s cries. 

Chief Granville Conner of 
force, Detective Jenkins and several of- 
ficergs responded to the calls and were 
ready to begin the search in ten minutes. 
The chief was on the scene before the 
telephone call reached the police station, 
and has since given every attention to 
runnine down the assailant. Many citi- 
zens have also assisted in the search, 
but the negro had escaped. 

Several Arrests Made. 

Several quiet arrests have been made 
by the police here tonight in the hope 
of locating the assailant of Miss Buf- 
fington, and it is believed the party is 
safely behind the bars. Extra precau- 
tion is being taken by Chief fonner and 
his men, and the wrath of citizens is not 
being exercised in any disorder. A lose 
hunt still kept up by every person 
interested. No effort will be made to 
identify the party among the prisoners 
already behind the bars until tomorrow. 

Miss Buffington is the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ed Buffington, who reside in 
Cole street. She is employed at the Dan- 
nenberg Company's big store. She is 
suffering considerably today from the ef- 
fects of the terrible experience. Her 
parents were at first inclined to believe 
thai the negro was making an effort to 
rob ner of a valuable locket which she 
wore, but they have since become aware 
of the negro’s dire intentions, 

The matter was held a secret last night 
by the officers and the searching parties, 
but today indignation has spread as the 
matter reached the ears of the citizens, 
and while the officers are searching for 
the negro, enraged citizens are making 
resolutions to lynch him if he is ever 
brought within their reach. He may never 
be located on account of the meager de- 
scription witich hag been given. He was 
only seen in the dark, but such features 
as could be discerned by the victim. while 
he was watching the negro and while 
he Was near her are now included in 
the description which has been furnished 
the officers.

Ocean Boiling for Miles Around 
Island 


Three Villages Have Been Destroy- 
ed—At Night Solid Wall of Mol- 
ten Lava Reaching Five 
Miles Into the Sea 
Can Be Seen. 


Honolulu, March 13.—The officers of the 
steamer. Sierra, which has arrived here 
from Sydney, N. &. W., via Samoa, report 
that the eruption of the volcano on the 
island of Savali, of the Samoan group, 
continues on a large scale, 

Three villages have been completely de- 
stroyed, including Malaeola, where was 
located the finest cocoa plantation on the 
island. The residences of A, King and G. 
Barleley have beem reduced to ruins and 
are a totat loss. 

The lava from the volcano is flowing 
into the ocean in a stream three-quarters 
of a mile wide and 20 feet deep at the 
rate of 80 feet an hour. At night a solid 
wall of molten lava 5 miles long can be 
seen reaching far out into the sea, For 
some distance the sea water is boiling 
and the surf breaking over the fiery 
stream.

Fageing is the forcing of underclass- 
men to do menial service for. upper- 
classmen. Running is the forcing of 
under classmen to do ridiculous teats. 
One of the most popular performances 
under this classification wag giving an 
exact imitation of sunrise on the farm, 
which consisted of imitation of roosters 
and other domestic fowls. Under the 
forms of physical hazing, sitting on in- 
finity was one of the most common prac- 
ticed. It was generally practiced at meal 
time and was the forcing of a midshipman 
to maintain a sitting posture after his 
chair was withdrawn from under him 
Cadet officers tolerated all such prac- 
tices, and, in fact, encouraged them, ac- 
cording to the report of the subcommit 


tee. 
Forcing *oungsters to do such things 
was one of the most cherished rights o! 
the first classmen entrusted with main- 


taining discipline.

A leading citizen of New Orleans, 
man prominent in national affairs, a 
commander of an ironclad ‘flying the 
United States colors during the war be- 
tween the states, a visitor to every civil- 
ized nation with a water front, a most 
charming and interesting talker when 
once he is drawn from his shell of se- 
clusion, a gentleman of wide and extend- 
ed information, a native of Maine, but} 
now a thorough lover of Louisiana, in 
which he has resided so long he has al- 
most forgotten the geographical location 
of his birth state, a lover of his adopted 
home so true and deep that a state’s 
right idea might have found a home {in 
his heart had he been south for decades 
ago and might have given to the south 
another Semmes—these go to make a 
pen picture of the Pelican visitor to At- 
lanta. | 

“I came to Atlanta primarily, 
Woodward yesterday as the Aragon, 
see my. son and incidentaliy to see a few 
old friends. Yes, I have been in At- 
lanta before and have long ago learned 
that you have one of the most progres- 
sive and delightful cities of the south.

Juvenile Crime. 

Judge Lindsay, of Denver, Col., is: 
well known throughout the country 
as the father of the juvenile court 
System. He has given the best years 
of his life. to this work as the judge 
of that tribanal in the Rocky Moun- 
tain mettopolis, ang he has gone to 
Many cities in other states—Atlanta 
among them—to leeture in the advo- 
cacy of juvenile courts and to aid 
in their establishment in every city 
in the union. 

Judge Linitisey is, therefore, an au 
thority on juvenile crime, and his 
opinions carry the weight. of knowl 


edge with them. He recently made 


the statement that our modern urban | 


life is morally demoralizing to child- 
hood and youth, resulting from some 
sociological reason in an undue 
amount of criminality in our boys and 
girls. Indeed, the increase of crime 
among minors is steadily increasing, 
some cities showing by their court 
records a larger number of youthful 
violaters of law than adult law 
breakers. 

Judge Lindsey takes Washington, 
D. C., as a thoroughly typical Amer- 
ican city—a city that is in many re 
spects rather provincial than metro- 
politan, and, therefore, a fair type of 
the larger cities of the agricultural 
states of the republic. Analyzing the 
police records of the national capital, 
the Denver juvenile court magistrate 
finds that, for the single offense of 
stealing, 1,894 arrests were made 
there within the year 1904, and of 
those arrested 776 were under 21 
years of age. Of the 776, the boys 


numbered 675 and the girls 101. 
Eliminating drunks, “vags” and disor- 


derlies, and counting serious offenses 
against person and property, more| 
than one-fourth of all the arrests in) 
the city of Washington last year are| 
found to have been among its youth. 
In proportion to the number of adults 
and youths between the ages of ten 
and twenty years, it may be figured 
that there were more arrests among 
the youths of the city than among 
its adults. 

Judge Lindsey calls attention to 
the foct that in considering police 
reports it should be borne in mind 
that there are many “repeaters,” or 
persons arrested more than once, in'| 
the total number given; but he ex- 
presses the belief that these will not 
exceed 10 per cent. 

If, as Judge Lindsey says, and as is | 
Statistically proven, juvenile crime is | 
a formidable and _ increasing factor | 
in the police records of our cities, the 
responsibility myst lie largely with 
the conditions surrounding the lives 
of our boys and girls, and, primarily, | 
home conditions. The average Amer | 
ican home is far from what it 
should be as regards the training of | 
children. Mothers do not give them-| 
selves to the moral development of 
their children as they once did, and 
fathers are too inclined to leave this 
vital’ matter to the mother entirely. 
Too much dependence is put upon 
the public school and the Sunday 
school for the soul-culture of chil 
hood. These should help, of course, 
and very often do help, but they 
can never take the place of the right | 
kind of home training. If parents 
made it more of a duty of love to. 
admonish their children frequently in| 
the right spirit and help to mould 
their natures morally and religiously, 
there would be infinitely less juvenile 
crime and moral perversion among 
children. The lack of this old-fash- 
ioned home influence is already curs- 
ing the American people with a race 
of juvenile perverts and degenerates. 

The juvenile court is a good thing, 
but it is a better thing for parents 
to raise no candidates for such re 
formative institutions.

Card Playing for Prizes. 


Editor Constitution: Your recent no- 
tices of my position on the subject of 
camd playing, where prizes are offered, 
may create a wrong impression. In your 
issue of the 9th instant, under the head- 
lines, ‘‘Northen Opposes Views of Adams; 
Takes Issue With Judge as to Card Par- 
ties,” you publish a letter from Governor 
Northen to Mr. McCorkle. The body of 
the letter does not sustain the head- 
lines. 

The only issue I have made with Mr. 
McCorkle was. as to whether the card 
playing referred to was violative of the 
penal statute, and Governor Northen ex- 
presses the view, in his letter, that it is 
“more than likely” that my opinion will 
be sustained by the courts. There is, 
therefore no issue between us. If my en- 
tire communication, as it appears in The 
Savannah Morning News of the 7th in- 
stant, had been republished, there would 
be no need of any explanation. 

An effort is being made by a number of 
our citizens to put an end to Savannah's 
reputation as a ‘wide-open town,” and, 
particularly, to close gambling houses. 
Last Sunday Mr. McCorkle, the pastor of 
one of the Presbyterian churches, made 
remarks to the effect that the citizens 
endeavoring to do this were inconsistent 
in that they permitted their wives and 
daughters to violate the laws of the 
land, and stated, among other things, 
that this was the view of the jurists and 
courts. 

If Mr. McCorkle had condemned card 
playing and had taken the position that, 
where prizes were offered, the evil was 
increased and tended to create or stimu- 
late the gambling spirit, he would have 
been entirely within his province, and it 
never would have occurred to me to take 
issue with him. His position, howevef, 
was that where ladies and children play- 
ed. if a prize of any kind was offered, all 
the players were law-breakers and sub- 
ject to punishment as such. I would not 
have noticed even this position but for 
the fact that I thought, at this time, 
remarks like these were inopportune and 
unfortunate. One way of oppressing any 
attempted reform is to charge its advo- 
cates with inconsistency and suggest that 
there were other things, of which they 
were guilty, or to which they were par- 
ties, that needed reform more, and inviting 
ftheir attention fo these other things 
first, . 

I knew that this was not. Mr. Meccoh 
kle’s purpose. He is not only one of th 
best of men, and incapable of purposely 
discouraging any good movement, but he 
is a man of ability and scholarly attain- 
ments, deservifig the greatest respect and 
consideration. I @id not in any way oDb- 
ject to his condemnation of card play- 
ing. In his reply, the next day, Mr. Mc- 
Corkle shows that he thoroughly under- 
stood and appreciated my position, be- 
cause, in his reply, he states that “the 
fact that Judge Adams does not defend 
Such games, assures me that I cannot 
be far wrong in the view which I ex- 
pressed,” and that “his evident sympathy 
with me in my main contention far out- 
weighs his very gentle rebuke.’ 

There is nothing in my article to sug- 
gest that I meant to defend card playing, 
or contemplated its encouragement. It 
Governor Northen had seen the entire 
communication before writing his letter to 
Mr. McCorkle. which you publish in your 
issue of the 9th instant, he would prob- 
ably not have written as he did. In point 
of fact, I do not myself play cards, or 
have them at my home, and if everybody 
felt and did on this subject as I feel and 
do, there wOuld”be no card playing at all, 
with or without prizes. While this is 
true, I recognize the fact that many 
people, better and wiser,.than I am, see 
fio harm in a so¢ial game of cards, even 
although a prize may be offered, the in- 
trinsic value of which is so small as not 
to excite the cupidity of a player. 

I am glad to see that, in Savannah, 
ecard parties (as I am reliably informed), 
in which ladies participate, are free from 
the gambling feature. I also learn that 
the prizes are generally of small intrin- 
sic value, 

While it is better not to offer any prize 
at all, I cannot, for a moment, think that 
the ladies playing regard themselves as 
in any sense gamblers, and I am quite 
sure that they are not gamblers. If 
gambling with cards at social games par- 
ticipated in by ladies or children pre- 
vailed in Savannah, I probably would not 
have written my communication at «'J;

In this noble church 
for twenty-four years she was an eX- 
ample of earnest, active, faithful con- 
secration to the cause of Christ. Her 
church membership was to her not a 
mere attachment. It was an opportunity 
to serve, to share burdens, to say “Here 
am I. Use me.” : 

On the day before she died the sympa- 
thetic nurse, noting her calmness in the 
face of the peril which was gathering 
about her life, said: “You do not seem

PENNY ARCADE 
NOT DISCUSSED 


Ordinance Committee Took 
No Action Upon Measure 
Yesterday. 


Because of the fact that the ordinance, 
regarding catch penny devices at Grant 
park was referred jointly to the ordi- 
nance committee, of which Councilman 
Pomeroy is chairman,,and the committee 
on parks, of whieh Councilman Hancock 
is chairman, no action was taken yes- 
terday afternoon during the meeting of 
the ordinance committee.

JOHNSON URGES — 
ORGANIZATION 


Declares Absolute System of 
Cooperation Necessary 
to Success. 


President M. L. Johnson, of the Geodt 
gia division, Southern Cotton Association, 
has issued the following address to the 
people of Georgia. urging thorough 0o#- 
ganization in each county as the only 
means by which the. desired results can 
be acoomplistted. President Jphnson’'s 
address follows: 

“To the People of Georgia: Strong and 
thorough organization in each county & 
the duty now before the people of this 
state who are interested in its agricul- 
tural and commercial success in the com-— 
ing season. The Southern Cotton Asso- 
ciation is organized purely for business, 
primarily to gee that cotton growers get 
living and profitable prices for their prod- 
uct, a result which means business suc. 
cess in practically every other line. 

‘Public meetings and addresses result in 
much good, but unless they are followed 
at once by earnest, active work by your 
county officers and county organizer, the 
good effect is more than likely to be lost. 
Therefore, there should be cooperation 
of the people of whatever calling in éach 
county fn the sfate, for we must have 
organization to win. 

“Diversification should go hand in hand 
with organization. Intensive farming ifs 
the thing to aim at. Combine your la- 
bor and brains. The hope of our fu- 
ture is in the educated farming class. 

‘Perhaps, you-are one among the nume- 
ber who are cultivating in cotton many 
acres too poor to yield a profit.- Is tha 
business? Why, there is not a business 
man in any other field but would at once 
cut out a line which he found unprofita- 
ble. Why then should the farmer try 
to grow cotton on unprofitable land? 
Suppose you make four bales of cotton 
On 10 acres of poor land, have not these 
been at the expense of the rest of. your 
crop? Probably, these four bales would 
be your share of the surplus raised, and 
you have learned that the surplus cotton 
crop fixes the price. Thus, those four 
bales may cut off much of the profit from 
the rest of your cotton. 

“There is no. better advice I can give 
to the farmers than to cut off the acre- 
age that does not pay. When you work 
to some end, work for results, for a 
profit. If you must cultivate that poor - 
land, put it in grain and forage crops, 
and put your labor and your mules to 
better ‘work, work that will yield you good 
results.
